Dr.  J.  L.  Beeson  Relates  History  and  Develc 

Georgia  State  College  for  Women 


Development  Of 


Dr,  J.  L.  Beeson,  President  of  the 
Georgia  State  College  for  Women,  in 
discussing  the  history  and  develop- 
met  of  the  college  stated,  “from  the 
very  beginning  it  has  been  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  institution  to  prepare  the 
young  women  of  Georgia  for  a  better 
and  more  intelligent  service  to  the 
state,  whether  their  sphere  of  ac¬ 
tivity  be  in  the  home  or  in  the  pro¬ 
fessional  field." 

“Prompted  by  the  desire  to  create 
an  institution  with  such  a  purpose," 
he  continued,  “the  Georgia  Legisla¬ 
ture  parsed  a  special  act  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1889  creating  the  Georgia 
Normal  and  Industrial  College.  The 
bill  was  introduced  into  the  lower 
house  of  the  legislature  by  the  Hon¬ 
orable  William  Y.  Atkinson,  then 
representative  of  Coweta  county  and 
afterwards  Governor  of  Georgia  for 
two  terms." 

“This  distinguished  Georgian  is 
justly  regarded  ns  father  of  the  insti¬ 
tution.  He  was  president  of  its 
Board  of  Directors  from  its  founda¬ 
tion  up  to  the  day  of  his  death  in 
1899.” 

“The  corner-stone  of  the  main 
building  was  laid  November  27, 
1890  and  the  edifice  was  pushed 
rapidly  to  completion." 

“On  Monday,  September  30,  1891 
the  college  was  formally-  opened1  and 
the  work  of  the  first  session  began. 
During  that  session  there  were  en¬ 
rolled  one  hundred  and  seventy-one 
students,  coming  from  seventy-five 
counties  in  Georgia.  Since  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  second  annual  session 
the  school  has  been  crowded  to  its 
utmost  capacity,  and  every  year 
many  applicants  for  admission  have 
been  turned  away  on  account  of  the 

lack  of  room."  11 

' 

The  Georgia  State  College  for  'Wo-  ' 
men  is  justly  proud  of  its  line  of  i 
illustrious  presidents,  under  whose  I 
guidance  it  has  developed  from  a  < 
normal  school  into  a  standardized 
college.  Its  first  president  was  Dr. 

J.  Harris  Chappell,  who  held  the  J 
office  from  1890  to  1904,  when  he  * 
was  granted'  a  leave  of  absence  be-  1 
cause  of  failing  health.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  Marvin  M.  Parks 
who  acted  as  president  during  1904.  3 
He  was  then  elected'  President  and  * 
served  in  this  capacity  from  1905  to  1 

1927,  when  his  death  came  as  a  great  4 
shock  to  his  innumerable  friends  and  ^ 
admirers  throughout  the  state.  Dr.  * 
Parks  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  J.  L,  ^ 
Beeson,  who  at  the  present  time  ( 
occupies  the  presidential  chair.  * 

In  drawing  a  caniparison  between''; 
the  college  in  its  early  days  and  the 
college  at  the  present  date.  Dr. 
Beeson  called  attention  to  the  num-  ( 
ber  of  buildings  on  the  campus  in  i 
1908  and  number  of  buildings  in  1 

1928.  1 

“In  1908,"  he  pointed  out,  “there 
were  six  buildings  on  the  campus,  I 
These  included  the  main  college  * 
building,  Atkinson  Hall  Dometory,  £ 
the  Executive  Mansion,  Mansion  An-  f 
nex,  Chappell  Industrial  Building,  r 
which  was  completed  in  May  1907*  i 
the  Lamar  Hall  Dormitory,  which  r 
was  ready  for  use  September  9, 
1908.  \Thei  college  library,  which 
then  contained  4,000  volumes,  was 
located  in  the  main  biulding."

“Most  notable  among  the  things  I 
had  not  expected  to  find,"  said  Dr. 
Wynn  in  his  talk,  “were  the  absence- 
of  any  tall  -buildings  and  the  scarcity 
of  poverty,  real  poverty,  among  the 
people."

The  Arts  Building  and  the  two 
Annexs  to  the  Arts  Building  were 
erected  shortly  after  the  completion 
of  the  Richard  B.  Russell  Auditorium, 
Terrell  Annex  A  was  completed  in . 
1922  and  Terrell  Annex  B  and  Ter-  j 
rell  Annex  C  were  ready  for  use  in  1 
the  fall  of  1924.  In  the  fall  of  1925 
a  new  heating  plant  was  construct¬ 
ed,  Until  the  erection  of  Miller  Bell 
Hall  end  Miller  Bell  Annex  in  1928 
the  Horne  and  Newell  Houses-  had 
been  used  to  accomodate  the  stu¬ 
dents.  The  college  library,  which 
contained!  12’, 500  bound  volumes, 
was  moved  into  the  basement  of 
Terrell  Annex  A. 

“On  the  Northeastern  corner  of  the 
campus  the  Alumnae  Association 
erected  to  the  memory  of  Dr.  Parks 
a  new  hospital,  which  is  called  Parks 
Memorial  Hospital. 

“Government  Square  was  acquired 
by  the  college  and  converted  into  a 
i  recreation  park  for  the  students,  The 
class  of  1919  made  the  first  pay¬ 
ment  and1  the  President,  without  fi¬ 
nancial  aid  from  the  state,  succeeded 
in  raising  the  money  with  which  t( 
meet  the  remaining  payments. 


“However,  in  1928  the  number  of 
buildings  had  increased1  to  eighteen, 
[n  1917  Ennis  Hall  was  erected.  The 
main  college  building  was  destroyed 
by  fire  December  8,  1924.  It  was 


“Not  only  has  the  institution  in¬ 
creased  in  size,"  continued  Dr.  Bee¬ 
son,  “but  also  the  development  in  its 
scholastic  attainments  is  outstand¬ 
ing  evidence  of  its  growth.  The 
Georgia  College  for  Women  has  been 
a  pioneer  in  many  forms  of  educa¬ 
tion  which  are  now  beconxip<? 
popular,  and  *5S  ~  -1 


vast  service  to  the  state.  This  insti¬ 
tution  was  the  first  college  for  wo¬ 
men  supported  by  the  state  of  Geor¬ 
gia.  It  was  the  first  to  offer  a  mod¬ 
ern  professonal  training  for  teach¬ 
ers.  It  was  the  first  college  to  teach 
Homs  Economics  and  to  require  it 
hi  the  regular  course  of  study  for 
students.  It  was  the  first  institu¬ 
tion  in  the  South  to  place  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  on  a  par  with  any  other  de¬ 
partment,  and  to  offer  diplomas  for 
specialization  in  the  home  sciences 
and  arts. 

“For  several  years,  even  before  the 
influence  of  the  great  war  had  ac 
celebrated  interest  in  that  direction 
this  institution  has  hteen  .among  the 
first  in  the  country  to  place  great 
emphasis  upon  Health  Education  and 
to  maintain  a  fully  organized  de¬ 
partment  for  the  study  of  that  sub¬ 
ject.  Lastly,  it  was  the  first  nor¬ 
mal  school  in  the  state  to  develope 
into  a  standard  college  and  to  con¬ 
fer  tbe  baccalaureate  degrees, 

“Today,  he  declared,  "we  have 
the  strongest  faculty  in  the  history 
of  the  college,  and  year  by  year  it  is 
being  strengthened.  At  present, 
there  are  seventy-nine  members  of 
the  faculty.  Five  faculty  members 
!  have  been  granted  leave  of  .absence 
'n  order  to  work  toward  higher  de- 
Tees.  Others  of  the  faculty  have 
attended  University  summer  schools 
md  are  doing  advance  research 
vork. 

“With  the  foundation  of  such  « 
past  to  build  on,”  concluded  Dr, 
Beeson,  “this  institution  faces  the 
future  with  unlimited  possibilities 
for  greater  development  and  expan¬ 
sion  ond  for  a  maximum  degree  of 
ra’vics  to  the  sjtato  of  Georgia."

And  secondly,  it  aims 
to  inform  the  members  of  current 
literature  and  to  stimulate  an  inter¬ 
est  for  the  best  that  is  produced. 

In  order  to  carry  out  these  aims, 
the  Guild  holds  two  regular  meet¬ 
ings  a  month,  one  being  for  the  en¬ 
tire  group,  and  one  for  separate 
groups  that  study  special  type's  of 
contemporary  literature.  There  are 
four  of  these  groups.  the  short 
story,  directed  by  Miss  Crowell; 
poetry,  by  Miss  Steele;  the  novel  by 
Dr.  Hunter;  and  the  drama,  by  Miss 
Smith.  Each  of  these  groups  makes 
its  own  selection  from  its  type  of 
work;  and  as  a  result,  the  programs 
are  interesting  and  varied. 

Miss  Crowell  is  the  faculty  advisor 
for  the  Guild  and  under  her  leader¬ 
ship  the  Guild  sponsors  the  Corin¬ 
thian,  which  is  the  literary  maga¬ 
zine1  of  the  campus  and  which  pro¬ 
duces-  only  the  best  creative  work 
of  the  students. 

Plans  at  present  are  working  to¬ 
wards  the  Christmas  program  which 
is  usually  the  dramatization,  or  some 
other  interesting  presentation  of  old 
English  Christmas  customs. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  this  year 
the  Guild)  will  be  able  to  raise  some 
money,  probably  by  the  presentation 
of  a  play,  in  order  to  increase  its 
library  of  current  fiction. 

The  officers  of  the  Guild  are: 
Willie  Baker,  president:  Ruth  High¬ 
tower,  secretary  and  treasurer;  and 
Austelle  Adams,  chairman  of  the 
social  committee.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

PRESIDENT  1928-29

To  the  Alumnae  of  the 
State  College  for  Women; 

In  looking  back  over  the  year’s 
work,  the  time  seems  to  have  been 
so  short  and  our  accomplishments  so 
small.  The  same  policies  and  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  Association  as  here-to-fore 
have  been  upheld! 

The  affairs  of  the  Association  are 
vested  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  which  is  composed  of  the 
four  officers  on  the  campus  and  two 
members  at  large  who  are  appointed 
by  the  President.  This  committee 
has  met  often  and  has  been  faithful 
and  untiring  in  its  efforts.  Mr. 
Fowler  has  been  called  in  many  times 
for  his  advice  and  has  helped  in  an 
ex-officio  capacity. 

A  committee  composed  of  Mar- 
gurite  Jackson,  Thelma  Holbrook, 
and'  Blanch  Hamby  was  appointed 
last  summer  to  represent  the  Alum¬ 
nae-  during  the  summer  session.  A 
reception  was  given  in  the  Marvin 
Parks  Memorial  Hospital  for .  the 
summer  school  students. 

At  the  first  faculty  meeting  in 
September,  1928,  Dr.  Beeson  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  President  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  would  give  part 
of  her  time  to  the  work  of  the  As-i 
sociation,  and  consequently,  would 
not  have  the  regular  teaching  load. 
He  also  lent  a  room  in  Parks  Hall 
for  an  Alumnae  office. 

At  Dr.  Beeson's  suggestion  and 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  Colon¬ 
nade  editorial  staff,  the  Association 
has  edited  an  Alumnae  page  in  the 
Colonnade  this  year.  A  committee, 
Katherine  Scott,  Margurite  Jackson, 
Mamie  Padgett,  and  Gusrie  Tabb, 
with  the  help  of  many  others  took 
charge  of  this.  The  Thanksgiving 
or  Home  Coming  issue  was  edited  en- 
'  tirely  by  the  Association  and  2,000 
copies  were  mailed  to  Alumnae. 

Thg  Alumnae  took  charge  of  plans 
for  Home  Coming,  November  28-29. 

A  program  was  given  in  chapel  Fri¬ 
day  morning.  A  tour  of  the  campus 
was  made  immediately  afterward,  and 
in  the  afternoon  a  tea  was  given  for 
the  visiting  Alumnae  in  the  college 
tea  room.

The  same  plan  of  organization, 
that  of  District  .Director,  District 
Chairmen,  and  County  Clubs,  has 
been  followed  as  much  as  possible. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  county  organizations 
by  correspondence,  by  mailing  the 
Colonnade  to  all  sections  of  the  state 
and  to  the  Out-of-State  clubs  (This 
was  done  by  the  district  chairmen), 
and  by  personal  contact.  The  presi¬ 
dent  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Sa- 
J  yannah  club  and  the  Statesboro  club 
in  April,  A  supper  was  sponsored 
by  the  Alumnae  and  given  at  the  col¬ 
lege  in  honor  of  the  Baldwin  county 
Alumnae  ,and  as  usual  the  Baldwin 
county  club  has  engineered  the  an¬ 
nua]  banquet. 

In  looking  forward  toward  the  fu¬ 
ture  work  of  the  Association,  the 
following  ’  recommendations  £rre 
made. 

1.  That  Dr,  Beeson  be  made  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Association. 

2.  That  the  Association  strive  to 
establsh  itself  financially. 

3.  That,  as  soon  as  possible,  there 
be  established  a  project  of  some  kind 
in  which  all  of  th«  State  clubs  can 
have  a  vory  definite  part. 

4.  That  the  time  for  class  re¬ 
unions  at  the  Commencement  season 
be  worked  out  for  regular  intervals 
of  every  four  or  five  years  and  that 
this  time  be  stressed  while  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  on  the  campus. 

5.  That  the  Association  work  to¬ 
ward  having  an  Alumnae  Secretary 
in  order  to  make  our  organization 
stronger.

To  stay  at  home  is  best.” 

The  book  is  dedicated  to  “My 
Grandson  and  My  Garden.”  Follow¬ 
ing  the  dedication  are  three  photo¬ 
graphs,  The  first  is  a  likeness  of 
Mrs.  Hines’s  grandson,  Emmet  Wo¬ 
mack  Hines,  Jr.  The  second  is  a 
picture  of  the  beautiful  garden  at 
Greer.acre,  the  home  of  the  author. 
The  third  is  a  photograph  of  the  gar¬ 
den  with  Mrs.  Hines  and  her  grand¬ 
son  sitting  together.  The  pictures 
vividly  illustrate  the  two  short  lines 
of  dedication.
